These figures ure given by J. Ellis 
Barker in “Cancer: How it is Caused 
and how it can be Prevented.” 

The title of the book should not 
awaken hopes in the reader’s mind 
that Mr. Barker has found ,or claims 
to have found, a new method of treat- 
ment that will finally eradicate this 
scourge of civilization. He takes for 
his text the old saying that prevention 
is better than cure. His argument is 
that it may be possible, by taking ju- 
dicious care of one’s health from ev- 
ery point of view, to ward off the 
pre-cancerous condition or the dete- 
rioration in the tissues which encour- 
ages the growth of cancer. 

Chronic Poisoning | 

“In my opinion,” says Mr. Barker, 
“cancer is due to chronic poisonin:, 
and to vitamine starvation.” 

“Having very closely studied 
subject,’ he writes, “I have come 
the conclusion that approximately 90 
per cent of all cancer cases can be 
directly traced to chronic poisoning, 
to the absorption of certain poisons 
which has gone on over a long num- 
ber of years.

The second factor in producing a 
pre-cancerous condition of the body 
is, according to Mr. Barker, vitamine 
starvation. 

“Long before the existence of vita- 
mines was suspected,” he declares, 
“T absolutely disbelieved that salads 
and cucumbers had not food value, 
not only because I observed that these 
things were keenly sought after by 
the poorer people who could ill af- 
ford to buy them, but also because 
the yexcited the utmost pleasure in 
monkeys and other aninals. I con- | 
cluded that sound instinct told men 
and beasts that these ‘scientifically 
valueless’ foods were in reality ex- 
ceedingly valuable for some reason or 
other hidden from the scientists. 

“Chronically vitamine-starved peo- 
ple cannot possibly offer adequate re- 
sistance to attacks of disease, and 
must be expected to fall victims to 
cancer far more easily than those nat 
tive races which are not vitamine- 
starved. Herein lies one of the rea- 
sons why cancer is a disease of civ- 
ilization and almost unknown 
primitive races.” 

No Advance 

Mr. Barker is frankly pessimistic 
regarding the possible finding of a 
radical cancer cure, 

“Thousands of industrious investi- 
gators are studying cancer in mice, 
rats, rabbits, birds, fishes, trees and 
so forth. Some of the wisest and of 
the most enlightened medical men and 
scientists living have regretfully ad- 
mitted that our knowledge of cancer 
is where it was two thousand years 
ago. As science has failed in curing 
the disease, and as science may never 
succeed in finding a cure, investiga- 
tors should concentrate on the prob- 
lem of prevention.” 

Mr. Barker does not believe “that 
ecacer is either hereditary or conta- 
gious, but that the habits which en- 
courage its development may Be so.
